ble for the formulation of those policies. 

NA saw this report in draft form only by virtue of 
the fact that D°F, on its own responsibility, requested 
our views on It prior to giving State Department clear- 
ance. «e pointed out to DRF at that time several respects 
in which we felt the report was either inaeeurats or drew 
unwarranted conclusions, and suggested that they pas* "our ' 
comments on to CIA; in addition, we suggested that DKF 
express to CIA, as its own, the view that reports of this 
nature, if they had to be produced at all by CIA.^shpuld^ 
In all cases be cleared with the responsible political 
divisions of this Department. A perusal of -"itilu "study * 
reveals that few, if any, of the changes suggested. us 
through DRF have been incorporated therein* Two examples 
of statements to which we took exception are marked in 
red pencil on page two of the report, and are, I think , 
self-explanatory. .
